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TOO FAR TO GO 

“The Gates Are Opening,” (Nov. FLOR- 
IDA WILDLIFE) is an interesting but 
somewhat misleading article. The program 
outlined is all very good for the guy who 
can buy his shells by the case lot and take 
off when he feels like it. But, what about 
the fellow of modest circumstances — one 
who has only an occasional day off and can 
afford but a few boxes of shells a season? 
Does it help him any? 

A glance at the accompanying map shows 
there is no state program in 55 of 67 
counties. Assuming that the situation is the 
same in other sections as in Osceola County, 
where about 90% of the territory is re- 
stricted to public hunting, that leaves very 
little elbow-room for the average hunter. 

To take advantage of the state program, 
a hunter from Osceola County would need: 
a state license, $7.50; a migratory bird 
stamp, $2; a Florida hunting area stamp, $5 
—a minimum of $14.50. He would have to 
travel at least 60 miles to the nearest state 
controlled hunting area. Add the cost of 
shells, gas and oil, and food, and it comes 
to a pretty staggering total for the man of 
modest means. The Commission is making 
rapid strides toward better hunting ‘con- 
ditions. But, unless they are made acces- 
sible to all, you are going to find, as the 
years go by, that fewer hunters are going 
to be interested in buying a license. 

Me? Oh hell, I'll buy mine as long as I’m 
able to walk and can get out and take a pot 
shot at a crow!

What's New for ‘52? 


Barring unforseen developments in the 
international situation, there should be a 
number of interesting fishing items hitting 
the American market this year. Here are 
a few of them as seen at the Southern 
Tackle Show held at Miami Beach last 
November. 


Gladding Platyl (pronounced “plah-teel ) 
monofilament nylon for spinning. Smooth- 
est; softest, most flexible and most uniform 
of any monofilament yet to hit the American 
market, Platyl is the answer to a spincasters 
dream. Don’t let anyone tell you that nylon 
is nylon, and that one monofilament is as 
good as another. There are several good 
and several mediocre monofilaments on the 
market. Platyl stands at the top. 

Watch for the new molded Fiberglass 
Tackle Boxes from Hamilton Metal Prod- 
ucts Company. It will be a little while 
before they’re generally available, but they 
are well worth any wait involved. Abolutely 
impervious to corrosion, stronger than steel, 
and light in weight, these tackle boxes are 
lifetime affairs. Herbert Piker, president of 
the Hamilton Metal Products Company, 
tells me that they can figure on only one 
box to a customer . . . simply because the 
customer will never need to buy another. 

The new Nylure flies seem to be of the 
strongest construction I have ever seen. I 
tried my darndest to pull one of them apart, 
but I couldn’t even ruffle its whiskers. Their 
construction involves a new process which 
practically welds the nylon streamers to the 
hook. If a Nylure loses its plumage the 
manufacturer will replace it without charge. 
That’s some guarantee for flies! 

South Bend has announced its new and 
revolutionary spinning reel with fully en- 
closed spool, carboloy pick-up pin, conveni- 
ent and fine-adjusting drag, and _ several 
other features which must be seen to be 
appreciated. Veteran spinners might view 
this reel with suspicion on mere visual ex- 
amination, as it bears a resemblance to many 
of the so-called spinning reels which are 
next to worthless. Careful examination, or 
better still, a few casts with this new No. 
1100 South Bend SPINCAST will knock 
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these suspicions for a loop. I made several 
casts with the one and only model in ex- 
istance at the Southern Tackle Show, a 
hand-made job which must have cost South 
Bend a fortune. It is definitely a_ terrific 
reel, a reel which will make spinning even 
more enjoyable and easier than it already is. 


Of all the many fine rods on display at 
Southern Tackle’s show, none impressed me 
so much as the new Hurricane glass jobs 
as made and displayed by my good friend 
Ken Trisler of Miami. Ken started out some 
seven years ago stringing tennis racquets, 
repairing golf clubs and making calcutta 
rods in his garage during his spare time. 
One thing let to another, and Ken is now 
building glass rods at the rate of 25,000 a 
year. And what rods! Every rod coming off 
Ken’s production line looks like a custom 
made job. The windings are beautifully done 
in two-tone color, matching the colors of 
the felt handle grips which are a Hurricane 
original. This felt grip idea of Ken’s is a 
good one; very comfo-table to fish. Ken’s 
Hurricane rods are produced in 60 distinct 
models ranging from lightest spinning to 
heavy tuna and back down again to delicate 
fly rods. The International Sailfish Team 
from Miami will use Hurricane rods in the 
coming tourney. Incidently, Ken Trisler’s 
entire output of Hurricane rods is distrib- 
uted by Southern Tackle through its dealers. 


Ken Curtis and Ed Weiner of Eger Bait 
Manufacturing Company are positively rav- 
ing about their new spinning Stumpknock- 
erer lures, and their even newer “Plunkie” 
spinning lure. And why not? They’ve really 
got something to rave about. These are 
bass-foolers which will work equally well

in salt water for trout, snook, ladyfish, and 
practically any other surface feeding fish. 
These baits have been thoroughly tested, 
and I think I'm safe in giving you my word 
that theyll do a good job of catching fish. 

Lyman Rogers displayed what appears to | 
be just about the best hand lantern I’ve 
ever run across, the new sealed-beam VOL- | 
CANO. Remember the big improvement ° | 
sealed-beam headlights made when they : 
came out on automobiles in 1940? For the | 
first time, motorists could actually see the 
road well at night. This Volcano lantern, 
which operates off a standard 6-volt lantern 
battery, is an equally big improvement over 
bulb-type lamps. The sealed beam feature 
is only part of the story; the Volcano is a 
masterpiece of design and _ construction.

Heddon’s Tiny Trio of spinning lures is 
a must for every spinning enthusiast. The 
trip consists of a River Runt, a Lucky 18, 
and a Torpedo, each weighing 1/5 ounce, 
and each a perfect miniature of its casting 
lure counterpart. I have been using a set 
of these lures for several months, and they'll 
really take fish. 

This is by no means a complete list of 
what's new for °52. Watch your dealer’s 
counter; sooner or later some wonderful 
fishing tackle will show up there.

AITING is the trick of the game. But the un- 
initiated soon find that hunting the white 
tail deer has about as few dull moments as 

gigging frogs while riding a wild alligator. 

That’s especially true in the 390,000 acre forest of 
Eglin Air Force Base where 11,000-plus fat and fleet 
deer roam over the scrub oak pleated hills and cypress 
swamps. 

Each year during the sultry months preceding fall, 
i.e., hunting season, I begin a routine. “I won’t go 
hunting on opening day. I won’t go to Eglin Forest on 
opening day. I won’t go hunting on opening . di 
Then the winds begin shifting and before a fellow can 
get a grease rag through his gun barrel it’s first frost. 

So what. Opening day is still no day for me with 
guns blazing all over the woods. Believe I'll slip up 
to the river for a “look-see.” Might locate a flock of 
turkeys. 

Deep in the woods for the first time since the winter 
before, a man can kind of relax and take in the 
elements. There’s a good acorn crop and cypress 
aplenty always means more turkey, squirrel and deer. 
There’s a trail game takes to water ... sort of narrow 
but well worn. 

It’s funny how the air always seems sweeter out 
here. But I won’t go hunting on...

Opening day, November 20, showed promise at 
birth. This would be payday in the deer woods. As 
light broke clear and sweet over the horizon, not a 
frost covered leaf or grass blade moved. 

Numerous fat bucks had shown themselves during 
the weeks before the season opened and game 
officials predicted one of the best seasons in years. 

Such grapevine rumors had no little effect on my 
decision to wrangle an invitation to join a hunting 
party. As the frost pricked needles through my boot 
soles I felt no remorse at my decision. I simply 
hunched my shoulders and wished the light sweater 
I wore would stretch around twice. 

Down the dirt road—one of hundreds that inter- 
lace the giant forest—at 75 to 100-yard intervals I 
saw puffs of frosted breath emitting from the edge 
of the red and brown painted scrub oaks where 
hunters in the party, headed by W. A. Cumbie of 
Milton, had taken stands. 

Somehow the memory of the hot coffee earlier at 
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“Here’s a good spot to put the dogs in the woods. You fellows go on 


the cafe in Milton where we first rendezvoused up that road and take stands. We’ll find a deer.’ Minutes after this 
drifted through my mind. Then I thought of the picture was taken the dogs jumped a buck deer not far out of sight in 
deer signs all over the roads and fire lanes our the woods to the rear. 

caravan of half-dozen assorted vehicles had taken 

enroute to Brunson Field. That jarred me back to 

present as I settled back and strained my ears to 

catch the first bugle note from our hounds.

Sundown and success stories begin pouring in. Harvey Barrineau, Herman 
Ard and Bud Emmons pretty well show how they feel about their kill in 
Eglin Forest. 
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From every direction over the 
sandy hills I heard redbones, black 
and tans and blue ticks getting their 
season’s first snoutfull of deer scent 
and opening up with their Sunday 
best voices. 

Traffic was heavy on the roads 
about daylight as the estimated 2,000 
hunters shifted for positions. Such 
movement of hunters in autos and 
trucks would seem to ruin the hunt- 
ing but it doesn’t. Naturally a few 
deer approaching roads will be 
turned back, but not if the hounds 
are close behind them. And _ too, 
after the first few days of the season, 
the crowds thin considerably over 
the hundreds of square miles. 

It was just before I gave in to 
temptation and poured myself a 
steaming cup of coffee that I heard 
the deep throated bugle of a big red- 
bone and the yip of a young black 
and tan Mr. Cumbie had taken down 
to the creek for the first deer drive. 

They had jumped one for sure. 
Maybe a big buck that would head 
for my stand. I caught my breath 
and held, figuring the direction the 
dogs were heading. For a second the 
volume was steady then it began to 
fade as the dogs hit the creek behind 
the deer and drove in the opposite 
direction. Such was hard for me to 
believe. 


Although the odds are against an 
individual’s getting a deer every 
time he goes hunting, I had an un- 
admitted feeling I would get a shot 
early the first day. My depression 
was shortlived as shooting began 
nearby and far away in every direc- 
tion. As I stepped from the conceal- 
ment of the scrub oaks on to the dirt 
road I heard dogs bringing a deer in 
my direction. 


A party of hunters as close as my 
own was driving the next section 
and their hounds were pushing hard. 
Scrambling back into the edge of the 
brush and trees, I tensed and slipped 
the safety off my pump action 
shotgun. 


Shooting a: buck in front of an- 
other party’s dogs is ethical among 
deer hunters. The only requirement 
is the owner of the dogs gets half 
the kill. Well, you split with your 
party anyway and that is little 
enough pay for a man who has fed 
a pack of hungry dogs all year for a 
few days of hunting. 


In a matter of seconds I knew the 
deer, buck or doe, would come burst- 
ing across the road somewhere near. 
The dogs were about four or five 
hundred yards into the woods. You 
could tell by their barks they could 
not see the deer. That means the 
deer was a hundred yards or so 
ahead of them. I raised my gun half- 


way to shooting position and waited, 
feeling every pulsebeat. 

Boom. Boom. Boom. Just out of 
sight up the road an automatic un- 
loaded and in a few minutes the dogs 
stopped their chase. 

J. D. Cumbie and I walked to- 
gether up the path to the crossroads 
where we were to meet and move on 
to another section and another drive. 

“We'll go over to Boiling Creek 
for a drive when Dad gets here. 
There’s always a bunch of bucks 
around there,” he said. 


Organization of the first drive had 
been marked with confusion. Few of 
the hunters knew each other al- 
though all were friends of Mr. 
Cumbie. Thereafter it was to be dif- 
ferent with the shooters falling into 
position like a precision drill team. 

Mr. Cumbie arrived at the cross- 
road with his pickup truck splattered 
from top to bottom with mud. 
“Finally caught the dogs but had a 
little trouble in the muddy bottoms,” 
he laughed. 


Palaver was short and we loaded 





onto cars and trucks to get on to 
another drive. The first failure had 
taken very little time and it was 
only part of the game. 

Travis Bynum and I jumped on 
the back of J. D. Cumbie’s flat bed 
truck and started for the next sec- 
tion. That part of the hunt is second 
in excitement only to the kill. Trav- 
eling over the narrow roads at 30 
and 40 miles an hour as limbs and 
vines whip your frozen features is 
something to be remembered. And 
an experienced woods driver can do 
tricks with a vehicle that would curl 
Sitting Bull’s hair. 

Even hunting cars and trucks have 
limits and we were forced to aban- 
don the truck in a long stretch of 
sandbed. Prewarned, the auto be- 
hind us circuited through the woods 
around the bed and we all jumped 
aboard and continued. 


The next drive began in typical 
Eglin fashion. About nine of us had 
lined the road on one side of the 
section. There were not enough of us 
to cover the whole area so only the

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most probable route of the deer was 
covered. No sooner were the dogs 
put into the woods than they jumped 
a deer browsing in the creek bottom. 
There are few sounds as blood ting- 
ling as an eager hound crooning with 
delight as he picks up an extra fresh 
trail or jumps game within seeing 
distance. Keeping my heart from 
jumping out my throat was a man- 
sized job. 

First the baying got closer, then it 
held its distance. The deer was mak- 
ing a straight run down the creek 
bottom just out of sight. If the dogs 
didn’t turn it, the deer would cross 
a road we hadn’t been able to cover. 
Young Cumbie, Photographer Eu- 
gene Foote and I jumped in a car 
and speeded off, hoping to at least 
head off the dogs and possibly get a 
shot. The hounds were maybe three 
miles in front of us when we heard a 
shot and the baying ended. 


We continued our fast pace since 
lost dogs are the scourge of deer 
hunts. The hounds were finally 
found but we never saw the deer. 


Usually, if a hunter shoots a deer 
in front of another’s dogs he will 
catch the dogs and wait for the dog 
owner to come and claim his share 
of the deer. But sometimes the dogs 
won't stay around strangers and the 
dog owner never finds where the kill 


was made. And too, there are those 
who lack in consideration and take 
their kill and leave in a double 
hurry. 

It was on a later drive that my 
trip had its climax. The day was in 
its last stages and Mr. Cumbie’s 
picking its way toward me. Now is 
the time for me to admit I’ve never 
killed a deer. Frantically I fumbled 
to throw off the safety. Hysteria had 
almost taken over before that was 
accomplished. Then within 20 feet 
of me, a beautiful doe, fat and 
nervous, stopped. With all my heart 
I prayed for a set of horns but try as 
I may I couldn’t grow her a pair on 
the spot. Unable to restrain myself, 
I stood up from my semi-crouch and 
waved at her and said, “Hi.” By then 
I felt so intimate with her I wouldn’t 
have been surprised if she had 
answered. 


Instead, she swooshed her white 
tail and bounced, 20 feet at time, 
away to cross near J. D.’s stand. 


The day ended without our “put- 
hounds, Mack, Tom and Red, were 
echoing their bugles over the ridges 
when I heard a “crunch, crunch” 
somewhere in the scrub oaks ahead 
of me. Winds have a strange way of 
rustling leaves and twigs but I 
craned my neck anyway. Then a 
shadowy move froze me. 


Then I saw a big deer daintily 
ting something in the pot” but no one 
was discouraged. Opening day in 
1950 Cumbie’s party had killed seven 
bucks and the next hunt could be 
similar. Quick plans for the next day 
were made. 


On the way home, passing the 
hunting camps that skirt the reser- 
vation, we saw that luck had dis- 
tributed itself very well. On nearly 
every crosspole a buck was being 
dressed. Hunters reported 120 kills 
that first day. But best of all, the 
deer ranged 40 to 80 pounds heavier 
than the average kills of the previous 
season. And stories equivalent to the 
deer were beginning to make the 
rounds. 

Later, at home, 50 miles away, I 
heard how Leon P. Anderson had 
brought down a 14-point, 180-pound | 
buck; how Hamp Gandy Jr. had 
killed his first deer in seven or eight 
years. He was on crutches nursing a 
broken leg at the time; how a stub- 
born deer refused to fall for a party 
and all of its legs were broken be- 


fore the dog caught it. 

No doubt it’s true a fellow does 
plenty of waiting before getting a 
shot at a buck deer but unless he’s 
a mighty peculiar critter, he doesn’t 
have time to be bored. 
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Model Rae Stratton stopped the show when she arrived to pose for publicity pictures. 
Here she “‘catches” Florida Fishing Tackle Company’s baracuda with—of all things 
—da South Bend lure, the Itsaduzy. 
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Bout five years ago Bill Mansfield and Charles 
Dunn of Miami purchased a little fishing tackle 
distributing company. They contemplated build- 

ing the business up to about 300,000 dollars per year 
in time . . . enough to make the venture worthwhile, 
anyway. A year ago, Southern Tackle was turning over 
fishing gear at the rate of $750,000 annually, and in 
1951 they scraped the $1,000,000 mark. 

Bill Mansfield has retired from the tackle business 
now, and Charley Dunn’s new partner, Walt Killilea, 
arrived on the scene just in time to be in on what was 
probably the finest tackle show for dealers ever staged 
anywhere in the South, The Southern Tackle Show 
presented last November 4, 5 and 6 in the Fleetwood 
Hotel on Miami Beach. 

In explaining why Southern Tackle Distributors 
sponsored the show, Charley Dunn told me he thought 
they owed it to their dealers. “After all,” he said, “‘it’s 
the retail dealers who made our organization what it 
is today. They’re the boys who sell the tackle; all we 
do is distribute it.” 

“Will this be an annual affair?” I asked. 

“Well, if our dealers want it, it will have to be,” said 
Charley. “As I said, the dealers are the big men in our 
organization.” 

Is it any wonder that Southern Tackle has grown to 
be the largest fishing tackle jobber in the South? 

The Southern Tackle Show was planned and pre- 
sented for the sole benefit of the 1500 dealers who do 
business with Southern Tackle Distributors, Inc. Pop- 
ular interest, however, became so great that Charley 
Dunn and Walt Killilea invited the public in for the 
final day. Those who were able to accept this invitation 
were indeed fortunate. 

Over 100 fishing tackle manufacturers from all over 
the United States displayed their wares at the Southern 
Tackle Show, and a more colorful array of merchandise 
would be hard to imagine. A round trip through the 49 


booths was more than enough to make the most blase 
angler drool. 

The rapid rise in the popularity of spinning was 
highly evident at the Southern Tackle Show. Spinning 
lures, rods, reels, or lines were to be seen at nearly 
every booth. Ken Trisler, maker of the new and 
beautiful Hurricane Glass Rods stated that his spinning 
designs now top everything else in demand ... and 
his line of rods consists of 60 distinct models! 

Florida Fishing Tackle displayed a neat new spinning 
kit under the familiar Barracuda Brand, an assortment 
of eight spinning lures in an attractive plastic box. 
Flies and jigs for spinning adorned the booths of Bill 
Upperman, Nylure Bait Company, and “NO-Alibi” 
Brand. The new and really different Crimson Darts as 
shown by Lyman Rogers Sales Company looked like 
very promising ammunition for the spin fisherman. 

Such well known plugs as the Eger Stumpknocker 
and Frogskin, Heddon River Runt and Lucky 13, Creek 
Chub Pikie and Plunker, Dalton Special, and South 
Bend Nip-I-Diddie were shown in miniature spinning 
sizes. 

Bait casting and fly fishing were not forgotten .. . 
not by a long shot. Many brands of fly line on display 
made evident the vast improvements brought about in 
nylon processing during the past few years. Especially 
impressive was the Gladding Cilesto, a line with the 
finish put on to stay. The Cilesto looks like the solution 
to just about all fly line problems. 

A new line of fly reels designed by Ted Williams was 
to be seen at the Bristol Booth, featuring the new “Ted 
Williams Coastal,” for heavy salt water use. South 
Bend presented its new XL Hollow Glass rods... and 
they actually had the feel of top grade bamboo. 

Tom Denmark at the Heddon booth exhibited the 
now famous line of P-41 casting reels, including the 
new and exceptionally fast P-41L. The P-41L is prob-

ably the lightest and fastest full size 
casting reel ever produced in quan- 
tity, sporting such features as hollow 
gears, hand balanced spool, and hol- 
low balsa wood arbor. This is not a 
reel for heavy fishing, but is de- 
signed for use with light lines and 
lures. 

In operation at the Marathon Line 
booth was a braiding machine of the 
same type as used at the Marathon 
factory. The bobbins weaved in and 
out like ballet dancers, forming the 
braid with precision and dispatch. 
The line machine was one of the big 
hits of the show. 

Though it had no fishing tackle on 
display, the FLORIDA WILDLIFE 
booth attracted considerable atten- 
tion. Editor Bill Snyder and Carl 
Walker were on hand to boost the 
magazine, and a wonderful job they 
did. A circulation jump is inevitable. 
It was a kind gesture on the part of 
Southern Tackle Distributors to pro- 
vide booth space for FLORIDA 
WILDLIFE, and all of us in contact 
with this slick magazine feel that its 
cause was advanced to a consider- 
able degree. To say that the exhib- 
itors and dealers were impressed 
with the sample copies is putting it 
mildly. Comments ranged from, “The 
best state publication in the USA” to 
“The best outdoor magazine ever 


published.” 


Everything about the Southern 
Tackle Show ran smoothly until 
beautiful model Rae Stratton arrived 
on the scene to pose for publicity 
pictures. When Rae and the Miami 
Beach News Bureau photographer 
strolled in, pandemonium ruled 
supreme as all the tackle exhibitors 
clamored for (1) an introduction to 
Rae, and (2) a chance to furnish 
tackle for the publicity shots. It was 
all in fun, however, and enough pic- 
tures were taken to give everyone's 
tackle a chance. 


The show certainly proved that 
the men who make and sell tackle 
are every bit as sportsmanlike as the 
folks who fish with it. Eddie Miller 
of Southern Tackle Distributors 
stopped by the Harnell Rod booth 
with his favorite tournament fly rod, 
a Conolon, to show it to Ted Henson, 
the Harnell representative. Ted ad- 
mitted that Eddie’s rod was a nice 
one, but allowed that his own little 
Harnell would handle Eddie’s fly 
line better. A bet was immediately 
made, and with Walt Killilea holding 
the stakes a board of fly rod experts 
consisting of Joe Brooks, Jimmie Al- 
bright, Eddie and Ted went down to 
the hotel docks to settle things. Each 
of these superb casters tried both 
rods, and each declared the contest 
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a tie. Eddie and Ted could only say, 
“Your rod sure surprised me!” 

Probably the most _ sensational 
feature of the tackle show was the 
casting exhibition presented by five 
of the greatest casters in the world. 
Joe Brooks, who is a fisherman 
rather than a tournament caster, 
amazed the gallery with a 147 foot 
fly cast. As it was the first time Joe 
ever tossed a tournament line, it is 
safe to assume that Joe was every 
bit as amazed as the gallery. After 
Brooks had shown what a fly rod 
can do, Eddie Miller demonstrated 
spinning in all its forms. Eddie just 
about brought down the house when 
he flipped a dry fly over 100 feet 
with spinning tackle, casting a fly 
line head directly from a standard 
spinning reel. 

Ted Henson, with his trusty Har- 
nell casting rod showed how a cast 
should be made, then brought the 
crowd to its feet when he took a 
cigarette out of the mouths of Micki 
Day and Mrs. Eddie Miller. (The 
ladies each held one end of the same 
cigarette. ) 


Ed Wood, using an Actionglass fly 
rod, gave an interesting demonstra- 
tion of dry fly casting. As Ed is 
the National professional Dry Fly 
Champ, he had no trouble impress- 
ing the crowd. Ed ended his exhibi- 
tion by taking a cigarette out of Don 
Allen’s mouth with a dry fly in a 
strong wind at a distance of some 50 
feet. 

As the grand finale to the casting 
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exhibition, the one and only Don 
Allen performed some seemingly im- 
possible feats with his South Bend 
rods and reels. After casting three 
outfits with one hand (and no back- 
lashes) he apologized to the spec- 
tators for the use of both hands in 
casting four outfits simultaneously 
(still no backlashes). Don truly de- 
serves his title of World’s Champion 
Trick Caster. 


As a kind of door prize, Southern 
Tackle Distributors furnished free 
Gulf Stream fishing trips for 16 
lucky dealers. Among the 16 winners 
were Mr. and Mrs. William Diehl of 
Titusville. Mr. and Mrs. Diehl had 
what seemed to be exceptional luck, 
the Mr. taking a 7-foot sailfish and 
the Mrs. subduing a 140-pound mako 
shark. But they ran into a little 
tough luck when it was discovered 
that Mrs. Diehl’s mako was a 15- 
thread world record which had to be 
disqualified because of a leader cut 
on the big shark’s back. Captain Ray 
Boymer skippered the Diehls on his 
boat, “Playtime.” 


Charley Dunn and Walt Killilea 
are to be commended and congratu- 
lated on a terrific show. Most of the 
exhibitors echoed the statement of 
Herbert Piker, president of Hamil- 
ton Metal Products Company, “This 
is the best dealer’s show we’ve ever 
attended; every dealer I’ve talked 
to is pleased as punch.” The five 


hundred odd dealers who saw the 
show were truly a privileged group.

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SKINKS AND FENCE LIZARDS 


By ROSS ALLEN and WILFRED T. NEILL 


T THE present time, 25 kinds of lizards are known 
from Florida, but only 16 of these are native, 
the remainder having been introduced. Most of 

the introduced forms were from Cuba and the Ba- 
hamas, and they probably arrived in this country as 
stowaways in shipments of produce or lumber. 

All our lizards, whether native or not, are completely 
harmless to man. Many people fear the big skinks and 
call them ‘ ‘scorpions’, but even these lizards are en- 
tirely non-poisonous. ‘As a matter of fact, there are 
only two kinds of venomous lizards in the world: the 
Gila monster of the western United States and northern 
Mexico, and its near relative, the beaded lizard of 
southern Mexico. 

Among the most interesting of our native lizards are 
the blue-tailed skinks, one of which is shown in the 
accompanying photograph (left). These skinks are un- 
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usual in that their color and pattern change completely 
with age. When the lizard first hatches, its body is 
black with white or yellow stripes, and its tail is bril- 
liant blue. As it grows older, however, it becomes 
brownish with less distinct stripes, and the tail turns 
gray. The males eventually become uniform brown 
with a bright red head. The old males are often called 
“red-headed scorpions”, but they have no connection 
with the true scorpions, and are entirely non-poisonous. 

The bright blue tail of the young skink is a remark- 
able protective device. A bird or other predator, trying 
to catch the little lizard, almost always grabs for the 
very conspicuous blue tail. The tail immediately parts 
company with its owner and begins an amazing series 
of flip-flops. While the predator is occupied with the 
writhing and struggling tail, the lizard slips away and

dd ALT WATER fishing is the same as unskilled 
labor and is of relatively no importance. It is 
to fresh water fishing as chicken stealing is 

to quail hunting.” 

The above quotation by the late Don Marquis is not 
intended to give the impression that the author agrees 
—that is, not entirely. On the other hand, the winch 
and derrick boys of the bounding main boast that they 
use bait larger than record breaking fresh water fish, 
which is almost true, but offensive to the light tackle 
enthusiast. As a matter of sober fact, much can be said 
in praise of both fresh and salt water angling, and the 
arguments will continue to rage concerning the game- 
ness of the fish, the ability of the fisherman and the 
sport to be had. 

There is, however, a group of fishermen who belong 
to neither of the above classifications. These 
canny sports believe they have found the 
perfect solution. They contend the best of 
each kind of fishing is in the brackish mix- 
up found in the tidal estuaries of our Florida 
rivers. In these brackish waters—part salt, 
part fresh—black bass and tarpon, snook 
and bream, snapper and pickerel, gar and 
channel cats, in fact, most of the salt and all 
of the fresh water game fish intermingle in 
a mix-up that spells delight to the light 
tackle man. 

The true brackish fisherman scorns even 
light salt water gear. He has learned the

thrill of using regular fresh water tackle. What fishing 
thrill could surpass catching tarpon or snook on pop- 
ping bugs with a bass action fly rod? Not only will this 
kind of fishing provide outsize thrills, it will also pro- 
vide plenty of fish. The tarpon and snook hit a fly rod 
bug or streamer just as readily as their fresh water 
cousins. 

Most of us in the sunshine state are crackers by 
adoption, and a good percentage of us were first 
attracted by the unsurpassed fishing Florida offers. On 
the average, the length of a fisherman’s residency can 
be determined by his fishing habits. Most newcomers 
begin by fishing the ocean or gulf just as far from land 
as conditions permit. They yearn for d-e-e-p water and 
salt spray. After several years, our deep water man 
can usually be found in a smaller boat, fishing the 
inlets and reefs, using light trolling rigs and 
salt water plug gear. Still later, and in a 
much smaller boat, powered by a kicker, 
our fisherman spends his time probing the 
hot spots of the rivers and bays. He has 
traded his heavier gear for the lightest of 
salt water tackle and, while moving slower, 
manages to get plenty of fish and fun. | 

Our hero is now on. the verge of discover-' 
ing brackish fishing, and when he moves 
into this branch of Florida’s sport, his 
—eronies of the lower rivers, the bays and the 
pe ae will see him no more. With rowboat or

eer canoe, and with fresh water plug or fly rod, 
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Small, tree lined streams are the rule. 


he has arrived at the last stage of his fishing 
evolution — or almost. Some avid anglers go 
even one step beyond this, ending up as con- 
firmed pothole waders. Scorning boats of any 
kind, they wade the small, back country ponds 
much to the disgust of the turtle, the ’gator 
and the crane. If you sometime pass a half 
acre pond ’way back in the scrub and notice a 
fisherman waist deep in the water, you can 
rest assured you are seeing either a native or 
one who came to Florida when very young. 

Fly fishing from our canoe with the better 
half one morning last summer, I hooked a 
large bream on a popping bug and was letting 
it splash on the surface alongside the canoe 
while my wife fussed with the camera hoping 
to get a good action shot. Before the shutter 
could click and while we were watching 
closely, a six foot shark took that bluegill 
whole, cutting the nylon leader several inches 
from the hook, rocking the boat and splashing 
water in our open mouths. This in water fresh 
enough to drink and at least ten miles from 
the sea.

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Brackish fishing is mostly done on 
water that is not large. Small, tree 
lined streams are the rule with the 
fish lying in pockets. A bug or plug 
carefully cast to a likely spot may 
reward the caster with anything 
from a ten ounce bream to a fifty 
pound tarpon, or a five pound bass 
or a ten pound snook. The possibili- 
ties are endless. I have been a 
brackish fisherman for years and, 
using the fly rod almost exclusively, 
have caught everything from alli- 
gators to channel catfish, from water 
moccasins to pompano. The small, 
winding streams lend themselves ad- 
mirably to our fishing problems. For 
the fly caster, the day is seldom so 
windy he cannot find plenty of quiet 
water. Deep pockets, shaded by over- 
hanging live oaks offer the bream 
fisherman his heart’s desire. Being 
small and intimate, these brackish 
streams are a paradise to the student 
of wildlife and nature. 


My favorite brackish water is the 
north fork of the St. Lucie River, 
although the south fork of this 
famous stream is equally attractive. 
Quietly paddling a canoe on these 
streams unfolds before me an in- 
spiring picture of nature and wild- 
life as it was and is in Florida the 
beautiful. I know where at least half 
a dozen alligators live and have seen 
them often enough to recognize 
them. These streams have been un- 
molested long enough for the wild- 
life to re-establish itself on the banks. 
The ’coon and the otter, the heron 
and the crane, ducks and songbirds, 
in fact, all manner of wildlife, add 
immeasurably to the joy of the 
fisherman. 


There is much to fishing that is 
not concerned with dead fish in a 
sack. Brackish streams offer many 
opportunities to enjoy these extra

dividends. Currents and

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backwashes, deeps and_ shallows 
bring stream know-how into the 
picture. The serious fisherman 
studies a stream’s characteristics and 
glows with pardonable pride when 
his careful analysis pays off. Just 
recently I stood knee-deep in a fast 
run, casting a fly rod Trix-Oreno 
into a pocket of dead water formed 
by two converging currents. I took 
baby tarpon, snook, ladyfish and 
bass from a spot no larger than a 
living room rug. The pressure of 
fast water on the legs, the little, 
stand-up waves marking the dead 
water, along with the strike and run 
of the snook, made a fishing picture 
mighty close to the better grade of 
trout fishing up north. 


One of the rare sights the brackish 
fisherman sooner or later encounters 
is the sea cow or manatee. These 
herbivorous mammals cruise the 
brackish streams, peacefully grazing 
on the vegetation of the river bed. 
More often than not, they will be 
seen in family groups with a calf 
following close to its Mother’s side. 
Harmless to all, the sea cow will, 
nevertheless, give you a good scare 
if you touch them with the bow of a 
canoe as I did one moonlight night 
while paddling the south fork, al- 


though that fright is no worse than 
having a water turkey plop into the 
water from its perch in a mangrove, 
narrowly missing the canoe and 
getting out from the bank in a hurry. 

No account of brackish water 
would be complete without mention 
of the otter. This playful fellow is 
found on any of the streams where 
protection is afforded. A more com- 
pletely delightful creature would be 
hard to devise. Highly intelligent, 
unafraid and curious, the playful 
otter will capture the heart of any- 
one privileged to see him in his 
native surroundings. 


I was once given a good scare by 
a pair of otters who swam in single 
file toward my canoe, moving along 
perhaps five feet apart. With humped 
backs and arched tails showing high 
above the water, they resembled a 
giant water snake. Even their un- 
dulating method of swimming added 
to the illusion. As this “snake” con- 
tinued to approach the canoe in a 
direct manner, I was looking for a 
weapon before I came to realize my 
mistake. Passing not more than ten 
feet away, the otters each gave me 
a curious look as they passed as 
though questioning my right to be 
there. How many of the giant snake 
stories going the rounds were started 
in a like manner? 


A good part of the attraction 
brackish fishing holds for me lies in 
its affinity for the canoe. Power 
boats, outboards included, detract 
from the sum total of my fishing 
pleasure. I am particularly grateful 
that brackish fishing is so ideally 
suited to my favorite craft. I will- 
ingly acknowledge the motor’s many 
advantages to the fisherman, but I 
steadfastly deny that is has made 
the canoe obsolete. Anyone willing 
to expend the small amount of effort 
necessary to paddle a canoe will be 
richly rewarded by blessed quiet, 
untainted air to breathe, a clean boat 
and independence from the gadgets. 
Forced by necessity to fish a smaller 
area, the paddler will fish more care- 
fully—thus missing a lot of boat rides 
but adding to his fishing knowledge. 
If, after catching a good size tarpon 
on a fly rod, you wish to make the 
odds more even, try the same trick 
from a canoe. It’s a hair raising 
experience. 


Brackish fishing has many ad- 
vantages, but there is one too im- 
portant to overlook. This fishing is 
the perfect answer to the family 
man’s problem of how to continue 
fishing for good fish without neglect- 
ing the home folk. By all means take 
them with you. Even the nonfishing 
wife will find interest in orchids 
growing in the trees, the hundreds 
of wild flowers, the wildlife and 
scenic beauty. The small fry will be 
enthralled with the bream fishing 
and wading, then exploring the sand 
bars. These protected waters reduce 
the danger to a minimum, and the 
banks abound with beautiful picnic 
spots complete with shade and a 
carpet of grass. 


In short, brackish fishing has a lot 
to offer. Those of us already in the 
know are thankful for the privilege. 
Those who have yet to try it have a 
new thrill in store. —END 





“You know your new split bamboo rod? 
well it certainly is!’’

A recent flurry of stolen dog 
reports reminds us of an item we’ve 
been wanting to write about for 
some time—ways and means of pre- 
venting the loss of valuable dogs 
every year. 

Actually there is an amazingly 
large traffic between Georgia and 


Florida with stolen hunting dogs—_ 


both hounds and bird dogs. Each 
year many dogs disappear in Florida 
and reappear in Georgia, or vice 
versa. It is probable that there are 
at present some dogs which have 
been “lifted” more than once in each 
state and have been circulated 
several times. 


And most of the dogs so “lifted”’ 
are never recovered by their real 
owners. Of course, there are excep- 
tions. We know of a couple of out- 
standing cases—one in which a 
hound was traced all the way down 
to South America and eventually 
recovered. 


But ordinarily when a hound or a 
pointer disappears, the owner never 
sees it again. Most dog men believe 
that Florida dogs end up in Georgia 
and Georgia dogs in Florida, al- 
though they admit some eventually 
end up at more distant points. 


Experience leads us to believe that 
there is a surprisingly large number 
of men(?) who make a large part of 
their income from this illegitimate 
business. It is a comparatively simple 
matter to pick up a dog or two a day 
by driving around through an area 
where there is a concentration of 
hunters, and of course, as simple to 
transport the “take” on out of the 
state. 

These professional dog thieves are 
then so efficient that while they are 
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disposing of one load they are at the 
same time picking up another. They 
carry a pay load both ways. And it is 
a profitable deal. 

But if it is a simple business now, 
it is also as simple to stop. Under 
present laws and methods, there is 
little that can be done. But the 
remedy is easy and obvious. 


Some time ago, this writer, the 
Florida Wildlife Federation, the 
State Foxhunter’s Association and 
others, proposed that a “branding” 
system be instituted in this state 
similar to that used for cattle. The 
“brands” would be registered and 
therefore, a permanent record of 
ownership and identification. 


The “brands” in this case would 
have been painless tattooing. This 
can be done quickly, permanently 
and at little cost. Such a system, 
registration of numbers and_ all, 
could be carried out at a cost prob- 
ably no higher than a dollar or a 
dollar and a half for each dog. 


Then, of course, there was a law 
to go along with the marking. This 
law would have required a person 
“finding” a stray dog to register it 
within 24 hours with his county 
sheriff, or to be automatically guilty 
of possessing stolen property. 


Under present laws it is almost 
impossible to get a conviction since 
a person found with a stolen dog 
need only claim that the dog came to 
his place as a stray. This is the loop- 
hole that the dog thief depends on to 
stay out of jail. If it can be done 
away with, we'll do away with most 
of our thefts. 

Under the proposed system it is 
likely that truly lost dogs would be 
recovered within a matter of days 





rather than weeks as is now the case. 
And if a man were so bold as to try 
to steal a dog, his chances of being 
apprehended would be so good as to 
make the risk too great to justify the 
return. 

Laws with teeth, combined with 
identification (brands), have done 
wonders for the cattle industry. A 
similar system could do the same for 
the thousands of dog owners in 
Florida. 

All that is needed to put a system 
into effect is a concentrated effort on 
the part of the owners. It is likely 
that the Foxhunter’s Association 
would be happy to spearhead the 
effort. If not, some other sportsman’s 
organization might take over. 

The way we see it, whether or not 
dog stealing continues to be an easy 
and profitable business, or whether 
it becomes a risky deal, just depends 
on the sportsmen themselves. They 
are the ones to make the effort that 
will put a stop to the business. 

And we believe that recent whole- 
sale thefts will provide the incentive!

HE FLASHING silver leap of a largemouth bass 
symbolized the beginning, November 15, of an 
annual angling contest anticipated by fishermen 

from all over the country. This year’s National Fresh 
Water Bass Tournament at Leesburg is being cele- 
brated as the Silver Jubilee angling tourney, marking 
the 25th year of the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
sponsored event. 

Each year visitors and homefolks make their reels 
sing out the sirens’ song to lure the largemouth bass 
from the cool denizens of the lakes and ponds in the 
Leesburg district of Lake County. Spurred by the 
weekly and grand prizes offered in the Bass Tourna- 
ment, anglers take advantage of the wide range offered 
them in the 1409 named lakes plus scores of small 
ponds in the Lake County area. 

Plans for the 1951 Silver Jubilee tourney were care- 
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fully mapped for many months ahead, and with the ) 
prize lists completed, the contest swung into action in 
a big way on November 15. Closing date has been set 
at the usual March 31 deadline. 

Long ago tagged the “Largemouth Bass Capital,” 
Leesburg has taken advantage of her practically un- 
limited fresh water fishing facilities by promoting the 
annual fishing contest for all it’s worth. It has become 
a big drawing card for winter visitors who arrive with 
a suitcase in one hand and a rod and reel in the other. 
Thus the tournament not only is advantageous to the 
many fish camp operators in the vicinity, but pushes 
the local tourist trade as well. 

Lakes Harris and Griffin have proved most fruitful 
as far as winning fish are concerned, or so the records 
indicate, with Lakes Eustis, Dora, Myrtle, little Harris, 
and Dead River following close behind. Winners have 
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come from Fountain Lake, Lady Lake, Haynes Creek, 
Mulehead, Straker, and many more also. 

Sparking the contest this year is Harold L. Bratcher, 
Jaycee chairman of the event, and himself an enthus- 
iastic angler. Preliminary hard work by Bratcher and 
his committee has whipped up the interest locally, and 
the entire town anticipates its most successful Bass 
Tournament yet. 

The 1951-52 contest works this way. First, a regis- 
tration card must be purchased by the prospective 
angler from the Chamber of Commerce office, any 
fishing camp, or sporting goods and hardware stores in 
Leesburg. The back of the card bears spaces for filling 
the name, weight, and date of registered catches. The 
entry is good for the entire tournament season. The 
Leesburg Fire House has been designated as 
the one and only official weighing station.

HoMAS GASKInsS of Palmdale, Florida, disagrees 
with the statement that money doesn’t grow on 
trees. He knows from his own experience with 

cypress trees that it does. Of course, it’s not crisp 
greenbacks that he gathers, but it’s just as negotiable. 
It’s cypress knees, and from these exotic root growths 
he has built a lucrative year-round business. 

It all started back in 1934 when Gaskins worked as 
a salesman for a chemical company. He hated his job. 
In fact, he hated any job that meant working for some- 
one else. What he dreamed of was a business of his own 
where he could find an outlet for the creative ability 
that drove him to endless whittling and working with 
tools. 

He escaped from the monotony of his job by hunting 
and fishing each weekend in the wild swamps of the 
Everglades. During these excursions, he was always 
marveling at the strange loveliness of the intricately- 
shaped cypress knees that stuck out of the ground on 
all sides. 
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This exotic cypress knee figurine is typical of the thousands which 
Gaskins sells each year as home decorations. 





/¥ One day out of curiosity he peeled some bark from 


a knee with his hunting knife. To his amazement he 
found, hidden beneath the rough bark, creamy-rich 
whorls of grain of startling beauty. Instinctively, he 
knew that he had found his life’s work. 

Gaskins spent the following weekends building a 
house in the swamps near Palmdale. When it was 
finished, he quit his job and he and his wife, Virginia, 
moved into their new home. There, they roughed it in 
pioneer fashion while he gathered hundreds of unusual 
cypress knees and fashioned them into lamps, ash 
trays, vases, pipe racks, bird houses, book ends, and 
many other items. 

During his first year of operation, a few curious 
tourists were attracted to his home by the sign he had 
placed on nearby U. S. Highway 27. They purchased a 
few of his knees and he sold a few in city shops; but 
on the whole that first year was a complete financial 
flop. At the end of the year, he had netted a mere $100 
profit, and more and more the Gaskins had to depend

on his hunting and fishing prowess for food. 

A less determined man would have admitted defeat 
and gone back to his selling job; but not Gaskins. He 
had a bright dream in his mind, a dream that he was 
convinced he could transform into reality. He began 
traveling to nearby cities trying to interest gift shops 
and stores in the idea of handling his wares. Most of 
them laughed in his face, pointing out that the woods 
were full of cypress knees for the taking. However, a 
few dealers’ eyes shone when they saw the exotic 
beauty of his products and they agreed to handle them 
for him. 

Gradually, his sales increased, but it was a dis- 
hearteningly slow process. The Gaskins were still a 
long way from making a bare living from his work. 
For the next ten years they fought a nip-and-tuck 
battle with impending financial disaster. 

Then suddenly, without warning, their persistence 
paid off. Florida newspapers and magazines published 
colorful articles about the man and his unique business.

Large metropolitan stores like Macy’s and Wanna- 
maker’s began using his products. His home was be- 
sieged by thousands of tourists who came to see his 
growing collection and rarely went away empty- 
handed.

Gaskins probably knows more about cypress knees 
than any man living. For fifteen years he has scien- 
tifically observed them and scarred them to see the 
results in growth. From his experiments he has learned 
that the fantastic shapes achieved by many knees are 
caused by the continual scarring and bruising by fires, 
floods, falling limbs, wild life and other accidents down 
through the ages. Most cypress knees are straight and 
conical, and according to Gaskins, all of them would 
look like this except for accidents which break the 
bark.

7¢@ CAN-TEACH you to hit a 30 inch target, placed 
40 feet away, in 15 minutes.” 
“That’s impossible! You don’t know me.” 
This is the usual response. 

“Do you wish to bet that you won’t be hitting the 
target in 15 minutes?” 

“Well, no, but, if you can show me, I'll be mighty 
pleased.” 

Then, I say, “There is just one stipulation. You must 
do exactly as I tell you and not try to reason why. 
You can think it all out later.” 

The above is my routine approach to any person 
who expresses a desire to learn to cast accurately and 
safely, but, who bemoans that he (or she) has never 
had a rod and reel in his hands, or, that he is always 
backlashing and has no idea where the plug is going. 

You may ask why I am so confident of my ability to 
teach a person to cast. It is because, over a period of 
many years, I have taught hundreds to cast, and also, 
to become good fishermen and swell fishing com-

panions. I do not know of anyone else who bothers to 
teach this simplified form of casting. 

You may be interested in why and how I worked 
out a simplified method of bait casting. Here it is. 
After getting instruction in fly and bait casting from 
such outstanding top-flight casters as: Tony Accetta, 
Curly Moulton, Walter Willman, Art Neu, Jim Hay- 
wood, Pete Schwab, Milt Kraft, Dick Miller, Henry 
Fujita, Herman Hittenberger, John Neely, and a host 
of other great casters, each with an individual style 
that required hours, even years, of practice to master; 
it dawned on me, that, in fishing from a small boat, my 
fishing companions of choice were those who could 
drop a plug accurately with a minimum of disturbance 
to the water, and, by whom, I had no fear of being 
hooked. 

Even back in the 1920’s when I was a licensed guide 
it was extremely disagreeable to get smacked in the 
head with a plug with treble hooks, and, it wasn’t fun 
having hooks cut out of various parts of my anatomy; 
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hooks that had been planted in my carcass by the full 
arm swing of enthusiastic sideswipers. These days, I 
avoid that danger. As a guide, I couldn’t insist that the 
customer take a casting lesson. Now, I can say, “If you 
will learn to cast, which will take 15 minutes, I'll take 
you out fishing with me.” So far I guess no interested 
person has refused either invitation. 

As for the different styles of casting, of which there 
are a multitude of variations, none of them seemed to 
fit exactly what I wanted for fishing. 

Keeping the safety angle in mind, I also wanted a 
plug to be cast with a medium arc, cast just easy 
enough to no more than reach the chosen spot, prefer- 
ably 40 to 60 feet, and, I wanted the plug to land on 
the water with a mild splash that wouldn’t scare a 
nervous fish, but, on the other hand, would make a 
splash that would attract the fish. Say what you please, 
certain wary fish are scared by an unnatural splash. 
It’s easy to slop a plug into the water; it’s hard to drop 
one gently where you want it, unless you know how. 

The wrist-snap cast with a low arc of the plug, as 
seen on a tournament platform, was not a good fishing 
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cast because the plug hit the water like a bullet. I did 
like the floating cast, where, as they say in baseball, 
you could count the seams, but, I didn’t like the 
sharper backcast that went with this style of cast 
where the rod did the work. The plug landed with the 
right amount of force and from the right angle but the 
rod had to arch too far back and could hook an oar or 
the side of the boat ... or me. Again, a cast with use 
of forearm caused too many backlashes, especially 
when changes were made from %%th oz. plugs to ¥%th 
oz. lures. 

Knowing what I wanted, the cast developed quickly. 
I used the wrist, with a slight amount of forearm as a 
follow through on both the back cast and the forward 
cast. I counted 1-2-3-4, evenly and unhurriedly, 
brought the rod up on 1-2, to 11:00 o’clock. The 
forward cast was made on the count of 3, and, 4 was 
the follow through. 

The plug was turned loose at approximately 2:00 
o'clock. The whole movement was one continuous flow. 


Up slowly, forward twice as fast, all relaxed and with

Or Fiorrpa’s 30,000 lakes and hundreds of rivers and 
streams; the angler will find the majority of them 
typical of southern bass water; dark, sluggish water 
that lies complacently under a green roof of water 
hyacinths and winds its way slowly around towering 
cypress trees. This is the ideal home for the Large- 
mouth Black Bass, and truly, it offers some of the 
finest fishing to be found anywhere. Every year 
thousands of sportsmen flock to places like these and 
in the process, overlook some of the best fishing 
grounds in the state. I mean, of course, the spring fed 
lakes and rivers of crystal clear water. 

Anglers find the fish in these places difficult to 
catch and consequently resort to fishing the darker 
colored water. If you are one of these people, you are 
missing some fine fishing. Because many fishermen 
pass these places by, is reason enough for there to be 
wonderful fishing in them. All it takes is a little skill 
and common knowledge of the lake or stream you 
are fishing and of the fish in it, to turn the supposed 
disadvantage of clear water into an advantage, for 
you! 

True, the fish in these places are wary. This makes 
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for better competition between fisherman and fish. 
When you catch a clear water bass, you will have the 
satisfaction of knowing you have really fooled him. 
Here you may spot your quarry. Here your quarry 
may spot you. You will never see an experienced 
hunter walking in plain sight of any game he is plan- 
ning to sink his chops into. Not if he knows about it! 
The same goes for clear water fishing. You must hunt 
to fish, so to speak, and if your quarry puts the eye 
on you first, you can be fairly certain you won’t see 
him in the water, or on the stringer. 

Once, while drifting down the Chassahowitzka River, 
a west-coast river of remarkably clear water, I came 
to a couple of anglers anchored and fishing with bait. 
I spotted them a half-hour before I was within talking 
distance. It was obvious that the owner of the boat 
was a lover of bright colors for his boat was yellow, 
canary yellow at that. They were dressed to match the 
boat; bright shirts of every color in the rainbow and 
had hats of Gantron red and chartreuse. This attire 
was nice and in the right place it would really catch 
the ladies’ eyes. Here it caught the eyes of the bass. 
Now, don’t get me wrong, I’m no fashion critic, but 
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I know for a fact that the reflection from that con- 
glamoration of color hit the bass in the eye like a neon 
shiner. Needless to say, they caught no fish and when 
I asked them back at the landing if they had any luck, 
they replied, “No, they just aren’t biting today.” When 
they saw the four nice bass I had caught that morning, 
the one in the chartreuse hat said, “Damn, I guess we 
should have tried plugs instead of bait.” It wouldn’t 
have made much difference in their case. In dark 
water they may have done all right, but not in clear 
water. 

There are a few simple things, mostly common “fish 
sense”, that the fisherman should remember in order 
to successfully fish clear water. An essential item in 
any fisherman’s outfit and especially if you are fishing 
clear water, is a good pair of sunglasses. These will cut 
down the glare on the water, enabling you to see into 
the depths and spot your fish. The tackle, of course, 
doesn’t make too much difference. Whatever tackle you 
have been using. The prime importance lies in the end 

of the line that the fish will look at. In clear water, the 





regulation black or white casting line has a high visi- 
bility rate. His majesty, the bass, lying under his 
private lily pad or in the shady seclusion of a cypress 
stamp will be most reluctant to partake of his break- 
fast if it is being led around by its nose. This is where 
the nylon or gut leader comes into its own. I prefer the 
nylon leader, because it is stronger and Has less ten- 
dency to “kink”. When buying a leader, select one of 
either blue or white nylon. The length of it will depend 
on your outfit. The longer the leader you can cast 
effectively, the better. Make sure, in buying your 
leader, to choose some that have the breaking strength 
of a couple of pounds less than your line’s, so it will 
break before your line. Attach a swivel to one end 
and a swivel and “quick-snap” to the other. This will 
help in changing plugs quickly and save cutting the 
leader. 

Every fisherman has his own pet plugs, so this 
will depend on you, but the leader is what will make 
the big difference in the strikes you get. If you can

Although there naturally is 
keen competition between the var- 
ious aggressive chambers of com- 
merce, it is interesting to note that 
their theme seems to be “‘all for one 
and one for all.” Despite the fact 
that each of the chambers vie for 
visitors to their particular locality, 
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they still are willing to bow grace- 
fully if their efforts eventually result 
in attracting guests to any portion of 
Lake County. 

The writer’s first stop was made 
at Mount Dora, located on a high 
bluff overlooking beautiful Lake 
Dora. The motorist’s approach to the 
charming little resort city is doubly 
impressive since the main highway 
skirts the winding shores of the lake 
in an up-hill and down-dale route. 
The chamber of commerce estimates 
that nearly 50 per cent of its winter 
visitors are attracted by fresh water 
fishing. In addition they are offered 
their choice of golf, swimming, 
shuffleboard, tennis, boating, lawn 
bowling and relaxation. 


Like one of Mount Dora’s proud 
residents told me, “there’s a heap of 
living midst the hills, lakes and 
foliage that the city has to offer.” 
This marks the fourth consecutive 
year that Mount Dora has conducted 
an annual bass tournament. It is 
scheduled to continue from Dec. 1 
until March 31. In the first tourna- 
ment a Michigan resident won top 
place with a 14 pound, 12 ounce bass. 
During the second tournament, a 
Buckeye from Ohio took first honor 
with a 14 pound, 10 ounce bigmouth. 
Last season a Mount Dora resident 
copped first place with a 10 pound, 
9 ounce bass. 


Our next ston was made at 
Howey - in - the - Hills, wide - awake 
little citv located next door to Lake 
Harris, famous for its bass fishing in 
practically any portion of its total 
area of 27.93 square miles. It was 
interesting to Jearn that out of 10 
Howey-in-the-Hills homes sold to 
northerners in the last year, seven 
were bought bv avid fishermen.

Division Directors Named 


In an effort to bring the Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission closer 
to the people, five new divisions of state operations were announced recently 
by Ben L. McLauchlin, director. Each division is to be completely staffed 
with technicians, biologists, wildlife officers, and supervisors, and will be 
coordinated so as to work cooperatively with other divisions, he stated. 

For purposes of efficiency and reduction of operational costs, the Com- 
mission will operate in areas of the state designed as the Northwest Division, 
Northeast Division, Central Division, Southern Division, and Everglades 
Division. Division offices have been established at Panama City, Jackson- 
ville, Williston, Lakeland and Lake Park. 

Without making additions or changing personnel, present employees are 
being assigned to their respective division offices. Division directors in- 
clude: Floyd Nixon, Northwest; George Inman, Northeast; David Swindell, 
Central; Fred W. Jones, Southern; and Barry O. Freeman, Everglades. 

All division directors will be coordinated by the newly appointed assistant 
state director, O. Earle Frye, former chief game biologist of the Commission. 
Home office of the Commission will remain in Tallahassee in order to handle 


state-wide and national affairs. 


Floyd D. Nixon, 42, 
Northwest Florida Di- 
vision director, with 
headquarters at Pan- 
ama City, is well quali- 
fied for his position. 
Since August 1947 he 
had served as chief in- 
vestigator for the Flor- 
ida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commis- 
sion. From 1945 to 1947 he was super- 
visor for the Florida Beverage Depart- 
ment. Previously, from 1938 until 1945 
Nixon served as deputy sheriff and later 
as chief denuty sheriff of Bay coun'y. 
From 1936 to 1938 he was associated 
with the Panama City police department. 


George H. Inman, 
head of the Northeast 
Florida Division with 
headquarters at Jack- 
sonville, had consider- 
able experience with 
the Florida Game 
Commission before his 
present appointment. 
He attended Florida 
University from 1931 to 1935. He later 
was associated in the insurance business 
and then entered the construction field. 
He served three terms as state represen- 
tative from Bradford county. 


During World War II he served more 
than three years with the U. S. Navy in 
the Pacific.

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Commission Tackles 
Important Problems 
At October Meeting 


Final disposition of commercial seining 
in Florida’s fresh waters was left unsettled 
Oct. 29 as the State Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission decided to postpone any 
action until a fifth commissioner was named 
by Governor Fuller Warren. 

Postponement was approved 3 to 1 after 
Commissioner Cecil Webb, of Tampa, 
moved that a resolution by Walter Warren, 
of Leesburg, calling for commercial fishing 
on the St. Johns River, Lake George and 
Lake Okeechobee be tabled until a com- 
missioner from the Fourth District was ap- 
pointed. 

Left in effect was an August 12 regula- 
tion which halted all seining on these three 
waterways. 

A large number of commercial and sports 
fishermen were present during the meeting 
to participate in anticipated discussion of 
the controversial issue. Many sport fishing 
organizations oppose any resumption of 
commercial fishing in the State’s fresh 
waters. 


Webb said his point in tabling the reso- 
lution was that he believed that. the people 
in the area concerned should have repre- 
sentation on the commission when such an 
important issue was discussed. 

A recommendation that commercial fish- 
ing be resumed in the above waters had 
been made by the Commission’s chief fish- 
eries biologist, John F. Dequine. The report 
was previously endorsed by four of the

nation’s leading fresh-water fishery experts. 

There are presently only four commis- 
sioners on the five-member group. Vacant 
is the Fourth District post, last held by 
D. C. Jones, of Naples, who resigned to 
serve in the State Legislature. Webb also 
requested that the chairman of the agency 
call a meeting for final disposition of this 
issue as soon as the new commissioner is 
appointed. 

Other actions of the Commission in- 


cluded: 

Approved request by Stewart Rose, of 
Melrose, to close Levy Prairie to use of 
motor boats during the duck hunting 
season. 

Approved use of cast net in catching 
fresh water bait for non-profit personal use 
without being required to purchase a Retail 
Fish Dealers License. 

Commended Eric Watson, of New 
Smyrna Beach, for assistance in acquiring 
the Farmton Wildlife Management Area in 
Volusia County, and for constructing several 
checking stations on this tract for controlled 
public hunting this season. 


Tabled action on removal of traps and 
baskets from waters of the Third District, 
on taking otter off the protected list, on 
closing Pasco County to taking of deer 
and turkey and closing of Wekiva River, 
Rock Spring Creek and Little Wekiva River 
for use as a Game Refuge. 

Refused to open a portion of Orange 
County Breeding grounds now closed to the 
taking of deer. 

Cecil M. Webb, commissioner from the 
First District, asked the other commissioners 
to consider inviting professional dog trainers 
to the State, permitting them to start train- 
ing dogs on September 1 on private lands 
and allowing them to buy quail with per- 
mission to kill these quail during the field 
trials. No action was taken.

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Wildlife Conference 
Papers Are Sought 


Papers for presentation at the 
17th North American Wildlife Con- 
ference, which convenes in Miami 
next March, should be submitted to 
the appropriate session chairmen as 
soon as possible, the Wildlife Man- 
agement Institute announced today 
with the release of the names of the 
distinguished leaders who will pre- 
side over the meetings. 

Anyone having a subject which 
he feels merits consideration at this 
international Conference should 
contact the chairman of the most 
appropriate meeting. If that panel 
has been filled, the paper will be 
referred to the program committee 
for submission to another chairman. 
The Institute, sponsor of the annual 
North American Wildlife Confer- 
ence, emphasizes that the program 
is not formulated on an invitation 
basis; it is composed of papers vol- 
untarily submitted by the authors. 
There is no restriction on subject 
matter except that the papers must 
conform to one phase of the broad 
subjects outlined in the following 
agenda. Final selections will be 
made on the basis of importance, 
general interest, and timeliness of 


material. The Wildlife Society, as in 
the past, will plan the technical 
programs. Approximately 60 papers 
will be needed. 

The 17th North American Wildlife 
Conference will be held next March 
17, 18, and 19, in Miami’s Municipal 
Bay Front Auditorium. The pro-

—Your Security!”

Can Smell Sweet 


What chlorophyll tablets have 
done to eliminate B.O. and halitosis 
for humans, a new chlorophyll de- 
rivative will do for dogs.

A New York veterinarian, Dr. 
Maurice Serling, of Serling Labora- 
tories, first experimented with 
chlorophyll for animals by feeding 
tablets experimentally to dogs of 
various breeds and sizes having 
assorted breath and body odors. Re- 
sults led to nine months’ exhaustive 
tests with chlorophyllin, during 
which dog foods to which this sub- 
stance had been added were fed to 
dogs of every breed, size and age. 
Dr. Serling found that chlorophyllin 
eliminated odors of every kind, 
ranging from “fishy” mouth odors 
to pungent body smell caused from 
eczema. In proper dosages, it is “as 
harmless as a lettuce leaf” to a dog’s 
digestive tract and if the deodorant 
canned foods are fed continuously, 
the animal is permanently rid of 
all body and mouth odors. 
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New Funds To Give 
Us Better Fishing 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Two and 
one-half million dollars of federal 
aid to make fishing better for the 
followers of old Ike Walton will be 
spent by the states this year largely 
to find out what fish resources they 
have and what can be done to in- 
crease them, according to _ the 
National Wildlife Federation. The 
money comes from an excise tax on 
sport fishing tackle which was ear- 
marked by a 1950 federal law known 
popularly as the Dingell-Johnson 
Act: 

Twenty of the first 26 fund appli- 
cations received by the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service were for 
projects classified as “research.” 
Apportionment of the first year’s 
Dingell-Johnson collections, $2,574,- 
910, was announced last Sept. 21 
and by Nov. 1 project plans had 
been received from 12 of the 48 
states. 

John S. Gottschalk, assistant chief 
of the Service’s federal aid branch, 
said when all applications are in he 
expects the first-year proportion to 
run about 70 per cent for investiga- 
tions and 30 per cent for acquisition 
and development. 

Utah was first in with a plan to 
survey the fishing pressure, the 
extent of the angling harvest and its 
economic value to the state. Virginia 
will launch a similar study of game 
fish in impounded waters, going into 
fish growth rates and other bio- 
logical factors. New Hampshire has 
been granted funds for two state- 
wide surveys, one covering lakes 
and ponds, the other measuring 
fishing pressure and fish populations 
in streams of the Granite state. 

Kentucky will experiment with 
farm ponds and make a scientific 
study of Kentucky Lake. Maine has 
filed fund applications for seven 
research projects, ranging from 
trout stream management to a creel 
census of ice fishing. 

An Idaho project calls for a survey 
of spawning areas in the Salmon 
River and tributaries. One of the 
purposes will be to estimate the 
losses if and when proposed Hells 
Canyon Dam is built on the Snake 
River, cutting off salmon runs from 
the Pacific. 

A preponderance of research is 
expected at first under the Dingell- 
Johnson program because in most 
states fisheries investigations have 
lagged for lack of funds. Develop- 
ment projects, such as construction 
of new fishing lakes and stream 
improvement, will come later. 

The older Pittman - Robertson 
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federal-aid game program, started in 
1937 with a tax on sporting arms 
and ammunition, went through a 
similar evolution. Most of the money 
went into research in the early 
years. During the 1950 fiscal year, 
however, 50 per cent of Pittman- 
Robertson funds went for develop- 
ment of wildlife areas and game 
habitat, 25 per cent for acquisition 
of game lands, and only 20 per cent 
for research. The remaining 5 per 
cent went for maintenance of prior 
developments and for coordination 
within the states. 

A few states—Michigan, Missouri 
and Pennsylvania are good examples 
—have been carrying on fisheries 
research on their own for several 
years and are ready to start using 
federal aid money for development 
projects. Pennsylvania already has 
submitted plans for construction of 
a new fishing lake in the Pittsburgh 
region. On all Dingell-Johnson 
projects, as with Pittman-Robertson 
game projects, the states must put 
up $1 to match each $3 of federal 
aid. 


Florida Is Truly 
A Record Breaker 


Florida holds more world records 
for salt-water game fish than any 
other state in the Union, according 
to information recently release by 
the International Game Fish Asso- 
ciation of New York. 

In a breakdown of official record 
charts, it was revealed that 61 inter- 
national fishing records had been set 
in Florida waters up to September 
15, 1951. It took the combined efforts 


of fisherman in all of the remaining

coastal states to barely top Florida’s 
mark with a total of 62 records, 
giving the United States 123 of the 
263 world’s fishing champions. 
California ran a slow second to 
Florida with a total of 24 inter- 
national records. Other states con- 
tributing to the American honors 
include New York, nine; Virginia, 
seven; Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and New Jersey, four; Texas and 
Maryland, three; 


Carolina, one each. 

The remaining 140 world records 
were set in foreign waters. 

Florida also has the distinction of 
being the only state in the Union 
that rates an entirely separate divi- 
sion in national largemouth black 
bass fishing contests. Florida bass 
are so large and numerous that it is 
customary to have three divisions 
in national contests — Northern, 
Southern, and Florida.

purchase one of the new nylon 
monofiliment or multi-filiment lines, 
you will have the best yet. These 
lines are like one long leader and 
have a very low visibility rate in the 
water. You may find it necessary to 
stretch these lines out once in a 
while to get the coils out of them, 
but the extra fish you will catch will 
more than make up for your trouble. 

Whether you choose one of the 
more popular clear water rivers, 
such as the MHomosassa_ River, 
Crystal River, or Chassahowitzka 
River, or you venture into the back- 
woods to some _ spring-fed, clear 
water lake, the fishing technique is 
generally the same. The first thing, 
is to learn to “read” the lake or 
river as you would any fishing spot. 
Pick out the best places to fish such 
as underwater weed beds, log jams, 
rock bottomed holes, or any place 
that offers cover for the fish. In any 
lake or river, fish will naturally look 
for and stay in the places that offer 
the best cover and concealment, but 
in clear water this is even more 
emphasized. Most fishermen would 
naturally start fishing the shore of 
any lake or stream, but in clear 
water, if the shore offers no cover 
the fish will not be there. On the 
Chassahowitzka River, which is one 
of my pet bass spots, there is con- 
siderable shade and cover along the 
shore, but the off-shore weed beds 
offer the best cover and conceal- 
ment and, therefore, the best fishing. 
In some places there is hardly any 
water over the weeds and to look at 
it casually, you would think the bass 
would have a devil of a time sur- 
viving in a place like this. Neverthe- 
less, they are really there and when 
you bring a spoon back through 
those weeds and moss, the bass will 
dart up under your offering and 
strike in plain view, generally com- 
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GROWING WITH SOUTH LAKE 
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ing partly out of the shallow, gin 
clear water. 

Here as well as any clear water, 
the fisherman should try to stay as 
far away from his target as possible. 
I have seen bass time and again in 
clear water, refuse anything you 
throw them, simply because they 
could see the angler waving a piece 
of steel around up there, and these 
mysterious little things were landing 
all around him. You may not, but I 
give a bass credit for making a con- 
nection between these two _ hap- 
penings and he is convinced that 
whatever that is above him on the 
water is intent on doing him bodily 
harm. But move out as far as you 
can from the area you want to fish 
and watch the difference. The far- 
ther away you can cast and still be 
accurate, the better chance you will 
have of Mr. Bass not becoming 
suspicious of your offering. 


Standing up in the boat when 
fishing clear water is a cardinal sin. 
Outlined against the sky, you will 
stand out to a bass like a scarecrow 
to its namesake. Besides being syn- 
onymous with disaster, standing up 
in the boat is a good way to get a 
goose egg on your fishing scorecard. 
Try to make as few movements in 
the boat as _ possible. Movement 
above the water will always frighten 
a bass. When you can spot your fish 
and he can’t see you, you’ve got the 
jump on him because you can put 
your plug right on his nose. Most 
people shy away from clear water 
because of the popular misconcep-

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tion that ‘clear water bass won’t 
strike”. This simply isn’t true. A 
bass has to feed in clear water as 
well as in dark water and may be 
caught in one place as well as an- 
other, if the fisherman goes about it 
in the right way. I’m not going to 
say, “go out and catch pneumonia”, 
or even get wet, for that matter, but 
if you care to brave it, rainy weather 
is wonderful for clear water bass 
fishing. When it is coming down in 
a light drizzle—that’s the best time. 
The raindrops will stir up the sur- 
face and make it more difficult, if 
not impossible, for the fish to see 
above the water. During this time, 
as well as at night (if you are a 
night fishing addict), the bass in 
clear water lose some of their wari- 





ness and may be caught much more 
readily than under normal fishing 
conditions. 

Clear water usually runs cold and 
you can depend on having a fine 
tussle with any bass you catch out 
of it. On the table you can’t beat 
‘em. Very seldom will you find a 
clear water bass to have a muddy 
taste. As you can see, the only plot 
this article has is to get you to read 
it. I hope you have done just that 
and the next time you start to pass 
up a chance to fish a clear water 


lake or stream, stop and give it a 
try anyway. Remember these few 
helpful hints I have mentioned and 
I thing you will be pleasantly 
—END 
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surprised.

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Commission Agrees 
To Close Fishing 
In Third District 


Fresh waters of the entire Third Con- 
servation District in Northwest Florida will 
be closed during the months of April and 
May, it was announced by the State Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commission Oct. 29. 

The ruling was made after George Y. 
Gore, of Wewahitchka, and Guy Little, of 
Wakulla Lodge, told the commissioners that 
many sportsmen were in favor of closing 
the waters in the Apalachicola River Valley 
Counties — Franklin, Calhoun, Liberty, Bay, 
Gulf and Wakulla — during the spawning 
period of the game fish. 

John F. Dequine, chief fish biologist of 
federal aid coordinator for fish, said there 
was nothing to substantiate a closed fishing 
season in Florida, as it has no practical use 
He said tests have shown that waters open 
the year around offer better fishing. 

He added, though, that there was a 
psychological value in a closed season, in 
that anglers would think there were bigger 
and more fish in these areas after the season 
was again opened. 

Acting on this psychological value, and 
complying with the wishes of the sports- 
men in the Third District, the Commission 
agreed to stop all fishing in the northwest- 
ern counties of Florida during the two 
named months.

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no effort; no arm throw, no push, no 
wrist snap, no backlash, no awkward 
splash. It was a sensible and safe 
fishing cast. 

What equipment does one need? 
Practically all over-the-counter level 
wind casting reels now have light 
fast spools. The light spool with 
built-up arbor is a must. The lines 
can vary considerably. For ordinary 
use any of the nylon lines from 6 to 
12 pound test will do. The rod can 
suit your own desires. For myself, 
I prefer a 5/2” to 6’ light action rod. 

The outfit I have used for the past 
year is a 6’ light action glass rod and 
a light spool reel with 100 yards of 
6 lb. test braided nylon monofiliment 
line on it. So far, I have used it for 
157 days of fishing during 1951. It 
will handle baits from th oz. to 
¥th oz. with ease, and, without too 
much effort or any danger to the rod 
it will cast a %th oz. tournament 
plug 180 feet. I also use the same 
outfit for tournament work. With the 
same reel and line and a stiffer rod 
I have cast the %ths plug 244 feet in 
tournament. So, I think it a good all 
around outfit. 


Ten Steps for Easy Casting: 

1) Extend the arm comfortably 
forward, palm down, reel handle up, 
thumb on the spool. (If left handed, 
the reel handle side of the reel will 
be straight down.) (see illus. I) 

2) Drop the %ths plug down 8 
inches from the rod tip. (see II) 

3) Aim for the 30 inch target, 40 
feet away, through the tip top guide 
of the rod. (see II) 

4) Keep a slight dip between the 
wrist and forearm. (see II) 

2) Relax, then count 1-2-3-4, at

approximately 42 second to a num- 
ber. (see II) 

6) Using wrist only, raise rod 
smoothly on the count of 1-2, until 
the rod is about 11:00 to 11:30 
o’clock. The forearm will follow up 
slightly. (see ITT) 

7) On the count of 3, without 
breaking rhythm, bring rod forward 
with wrist action to about 2:00 o- 
clock and turn the plug loose letting 
the thumb gently touch the outgoing 
line. (see IV) 

8) Follow through on 4 until the 
tip top is again pointing at the target. 
(see V) 

9) Stop the line, with the thumb, 
as the plug touches the surface. (see 


) 

10) Remember, if you backlash, 
you are forcing the cast. This cast is 
relaxed and effortless. 

The first five minutes of casting, 
nothing will go right. Don’t quit. 
Relax and keep on trying. The 
second five minutes will bring a 
feeling of naturalness. The plug will 
begin to behave, and, in the next 
five minutes you will HIT THE 
TARGET! 

On your first attempts if the plug 
hits at your feet in front of you, you 
have turned the plug loose too late 
on your count. If the plug goes 
straight up in the air, you have 
turned it loose too soon. Use no 
effort. The 8 inch lead you have 
dropped from the tip of the rod and 
the easy rhythm will furnish all the 
power needed to cast from 40 to 80 
feet. Relax, and keep right at it. 

If the plug goes to one side of the 
target, the reel handle wasn’t kept 
straight up. 

Your aim, and keeping that dip 
between the wrist and forearm, will 
take care of different targets with no 
more force than at the 40 foot target. 
You will automatically turn the plug 
loose for a little higher arc. The arc 
meaning, of course, the path the plug 
takes through the air to reach the 
target. Good luck and swell fishing.

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Unlike unusual rock and land 
formation which nature sculptures 
by the action of wind, rain and sun, 
the reverse is true in the forming 
of an unusual cypress knee. It is a 
living thing and it fights back at 
the elements and bruises. A scar, 
instead of causing an indentation in 
the knee, causes a layer of new 
growth to develop over the scar. 
Each scar lays a new _ founda- 
tion over the old resulting in the 
unique bumps, curves and whorls of 
grain which make a cypress knee so 
strangely beautiful. 

It took Gaskins many years of ex- 
perimenting and failure before he 
developed the process which he uses 
today. First he cuts the knees off 
close to the ground with an axe. 
Then he places them in a steam 
cabinet which he rigged up himself 
from a large metal box. This steam- 
ing facilitates peeling. Most knees 
can be stripped of their thick bark 
with a sharp knife, but for the more 
intricately -shaped ones he _ uses 
dental tools. 

Next he uses a power saw to even 
up the bases and to cut the larger 
knees into smaller objects. He then 
hollows them out with electric drills

and long-handled gouges which he 
made especially for this part of the 
work. He discovered through sad ex- 
perience that this step is essential to 
prevent the knees from splitting 
during the curing process. 

The knees are cured simply by 
giving them a daily sun bath for a 
period of one to three months. 
Gaskins accomplishes this task by 
placing the hollow knees on thin 
steel rods attached to a large mov- 
able cart. At night the cart is 
wheeled on rails into his large store- 
house so the damp air won’t injure 
the knees. 

This daily treatment gives the 
peeled knees a rich sun tan ranging 
from a light maple to a reddish 
bronze. After the knees are thor- 
oughly seasoned, Gaskins makes 
them into clock bases, lamps, stools, 
vases, gun racks, smoking stands, 
buttons, earrings, brooches, ash 
trays, and about fifty other items. 

He never does any carving or 
ornamental work on his finished 
products, nor does he stain or var- 
nish them. He says that if they have 
been properly cured they will pos- 
sess a natural stain and wax-like 
finish that cannot be improved upon. 
In fact, his most sought-after items 
today are the natural figurines and 
objects which have value merely as 
ornaments and objects of beauty. 
Prices for these tropical decorations 
range from $1 to $500. 

Gaskins thinks that the cypress 
knee business is a natural for any- 
one who is handy with tools and 
likes the woods. He doesn’t fear 
competition; in fact, he welcomes it. 
As he puts it, “The demand for 
cypress knee products has grown so 
great that it’s taking up too much of 
my time. After all,” he adds with a 
twinkle in his youthful eye, “I’ve got 
to have some time for hunting and 
fishing, haven’t I?”

Leesburg likely can be considered 
the “papa” of Florida’s bass fishing 
tournaments. This year, its silver 
jubilee, marks the 25th annual tour- 
nament the city has staged. The re- 
ceipt of prizes for the outstanding 
occasion has been a regular land- 
slide. Response from bait, tackle and 
sporting goods manufacturers has 
been described as “overwhelming,” 
and there’s not a single doubt in the 
world of the ultimate success of 
Leesburg’s 25th try at staging an 
outstanding fishing tournament. In 
addition to weekly first and second 
prizes and, of course, the eventual 
grand prize, officials have come up 
with a brand new idea that already 
is tickling the curiosity of hundreds 
of would-be prize winners. Each 
week a valuable prize is given for a 
“secret weight.” The weight is 
dreamed up by the officials and 
might as easily be won by a 2 pound 
bass as a 14-pounder. 


Over in Clermont things are no 
different. The Chamber of Com- 
merce there modestly lays claim to 
being the “center of the world’s best 
year-round fresh water fishing and, 
in addition, offers visitors the ad- 
vantages of bathing on a 1000-foot 
white sand beach along with hunt- 
ing, tennis, shuffleboard, and other 
recreations. 


Thus far in this report on Lake 
County we have played up almost 
exclusively to the excellence of its 
black bass fishing. But don’t let this 
‘ool you. Its 1,400 lakes are filled 
with bream, perch, catfish, shell- 
crackers, pike and crappies. For the 
hunter, the area is well supplied with 
quail, dove, deer, bear, duck, squir- 


rel, turkey, marsh hens, fox, and | 


coons. 

Lake County also boasts that it is 
Florida’s third largest citrus fruit 
producer. Statistics reveal that it has 
38,308 acres planted to citrus. So, if 


you like to do your fishing on beau- 
tiful lakes surrounded with the 
aroma of orange blossoms —if you 
think you’d like to enjoy the privi- 


lege of fishing in the “black bass . 


capital of the world,’—then pack up 
your fishing togs and fishing gear 
and head out to Lake County.

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Emergency Ruling | 
Protects Alligators 
In South Florida 


Ten South Florida counties have 
been completely closed to the taking 
of alligators at all times under an 
emergency ruling November 28 by 
Ben L. McLauchlin, director of the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Com- 
mission. 

The action was taken in response 
to numerous requests from sports- 
men and conservationists in the 
areas involved, McLaughlin stated. 
Counties closed under the new ruling 
include: Indian River, St. Lucie, 
Martin, Palm Beach, Broward, Dade, 
Monroe, Collier, Lee and Hendry. 

The remaining 57 counties, and all 
of Lake Okeechobee, remain open to 
the taking of alligators over eight 
feet in length from October 1 to 
February 1 under special hunting 
permits. 

The new ruling actually closed 
only Indian River, St. Lucie, and 
Martin counties, and sections of 
Palm Beach, Broward, Dade, Lee 
and Hendry counties. The rest of the 
extreme South Florida area covered 
under McLauchlin’s ruling had re- 
mained closed under the October 29 
regulation adopted by the Game 
Commission that declared a restrict- 
ed open season on ’gators. 

During a meeting October 29, the 
Game Commission, acting on advice 
from the State Alligator Committee 
and its own biologists, had originally 
opened all of Florida, except that 
area south of State Highway No. 80 
and west of State Highway No. 7, to 
the seasonal taking of ’gators. 

Since then, conservationists have 
requested that alligators in the re- 
maining extreme South Florida area 
be added to the protected list. Mc- 
Lauchlin’s emergency ruling speci- 
fied that no permits shall be issued 
for the taking of alligators in the ten 
counties involved. 


Game ‘Commissio ne Will 
Start Quail Hatchery 


A quail hatchery will be established at 
the old Army Air Field in Williston by the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission, it 
was announced by Ben McLauchlin, direc- 
tor, recently. 

McLauchlin reported that the commission 
has set up a $30,000 budget for the project. 
Williston’s City Council has agreed to repair 
and made available the necessary buildings 
at the air field for the enterprise. 

The director pointed out that thousands 
of pairs of quail would be hatched during 
the program in Williston and released to 
hunting grounds throughout the state.

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into hiding! Eventually the skink 
will grow a new tail, but it will not 
be as long or as brightly colored as 
the original one. 

The female skink lays about 6 or 8 
soft-shelled, yellowish eggs. 
eggs are usually deposited in the 
pulpy wood of a rotting log or stump, 
just beneath the bark. The female 
remains with the clutch, guarding it. 
From time to time she comes out to 


bask in the sun; and when she be- | 


comes hot, she returns to the nest, 
coiling about the eggs and warming 
them. Thus, although cold-blooded, 
the skink incubates its eggs. 


Skinks feed upon a large variety | 


including grasshoppers, 
beetles, moths, 


of insects, 
flies, mosquitoes, 
plant bugs, ants, and caterpillars. 
Large skinks sometimes devour 
smaller lizards of other species. 


Seldom seen are the red-tailed 
skinks, small cousins of the blue- 
tailed species. The red-tailed skinks 
are about 4 or 5 inches in length, 
brownish in color, with light stripes 
and a red or orange tail. They bur- 
row in the ground or beneath piles 
of debris, and are not often noted 
on the surface. 


Even less familiar to the average 
person is the sand skink, found only 
in central Florida. This small lizard 
is very elongated, with tiny and 
almost useless limbs, and a pointed 
snout. With its legs folded back along 
its sides, the sand skink almost 

“swims” through soft sand like an 
eel in the water. 


The southern fence lizard (see 
photograph, right) is a familiar crea- 
ture in Florida, being found through- 
out the northern and central portion 
of the state. It is not closely related 
to the skinks, but belongs in the 
same family with the western 
“horned toads” and the big tropical 
iguanas. 


The fence lizard receives its name 
from the habit of dwelling on old 
board fences. It is also commonly 
found on the trunks of trees, es- 
pecially live-oaks and turkey- oaks, 
Its pattern and rough scales look 
very much like bark, and the pro- 
tective resemblance no doubt aids 
the lizard in escaping would-be 
predators. 

Closely related to the southern 
fence lizard is Wood’s lizard, named 
for the man who first caught speci-

tion of scientists. It resembles the 
fence lizard in appearance, but has 
more pronounced stripes on the 
sides. Usually it runs about swiftly 
on the ground, and seldom climbs a 
tree unless pursued. This little lizard 
is of considerable interest to reptile 
students on account of its unusual 
distribution. It is confined to one 
state, Florida, and to one single 
habitat in that state. It has been 
found only in “scrub”; and no one 
knows why it never rambles out of 
the scrub into other types. of 
country. 

Both Wood’s lizard and the fence 
lizard feed largely upon insects and 
other invertebrates, and may be con- 
sidered beneficial to man’s interest. 
These lizards, and especially the 
latter, have been accused of harbor- 
ing chiggers, but actually the tiny 
red mites sometimes seen on lizards 
are usually (if not invariably) a 
kind that lives only on reptiles.
